It is estimated that in eight years 
as many men employed on the railroads 
of the country have been injured and 
killed as were in service in any one 
year. This is a startling statement. 
The proposed law is in line with the 
recommendations made by President 
Harbison in regard to the subject. It 
has been prepared with great care and 
is well calculated to reduce to the low- 
est practicable minimum the evil against 
which it is aimed. 



I'nder the present laws of Wisconsin 
no license is required as a prerequisite 
to marriage, and that state has become 
a Gretna Green for couples from adjoin- 
ing communities where Cupid is more 
securely shackeled.

The latter 
alone consista of the Princess Kauai- 
lanL The exact amount asked for the 
queen and princess Is eaft.OOO each per 
annum. The figures show that if the 
United States annexes the island, this 
pension would be a small one for the 
queen, because her present income is 
♦40,000 a year besides the revenues from 
the crown lands which amount to about 
170,000 per annum. 

By annexation these crown lands be- 
come the property of the United states, 
and the revenue from them will be in- 
stantly Increased. At present the in- 
come is Bmall.owingto bad management 
and the commissioners stated that by ju- 
jucious leasing and working these landi 
they could be made to yield $100,000 tc 
1160,000 a year. Annexation, of course, 
would materially augment this In- 
come. Thus it would be seen that the 
pension of $50,000 a year of the queen 
and princess would financially be 
a good Investment because the 
crown lands would alone bring 
them three times that amount The
